The following short article was published in the canadian Home 

Journal on July 28, 1876: 
PRE-HISTORIC REMAINS NEAR PORT BURWELL 

To the west of the village of Port Burwell, along the lake 
shore, and on the farm of Mr. G. B. McConnell, one of the most interesting 
remains of former times is to be found. They are situated upon a high sand 
bank, about forty rods from the shore, and about twenty rods from an immense 
gulley; but how far inland they formerly stood no one can tell, as from 


fifty to sixty rods of land have gone into the lake with the memory of 


many residents. 


The remains were first discovered by Mr. Van Amburg, the former 
owner of the property. In ploughing for the first time near the spot he 
noticed that the plough turned up a mass of cinder, resembling very much the 
coal cinder thrown from a blacksmith's forge. Subsequently he ploughed up 
a piece of broken pottery, composed of some unknown combination, of which 


the cinders are supposed to be the dross. 


The pieces found are generally about an inch in thickness, and 
are in a great variety of shapes, from sides of pots to pipes. Upon examination 
the bed of a furnace was found in good state of preservation, and the 
foundations of the foundry are easily traced. Pieces of the ware have been 
found on adjoining farms, but nowhere else have been found the cinders, or 


traces of a similar foundry.
